condition until then. The Lord further says, “And in in 7 generation 
shall the times of the Gentiles’ bs fulfilled.” The gathering of the Jews, 
them, was to be a sign that the times of the Gentiles were fulfilled. To 
the, Late t day Saihts this évent is full of great importance. We are look- 
ing forward to the coming of the Lord Jesus, according to the promise that 
He should again descend from heaven, this time in power and in great 
glory.
